It provides further that 
the lender, when he seeks an execution on 
any contract under the terms of the bill, 
shall first make oath that he has not 
charged a greater interest than the rates 
named as working a total forfeiture of 
both principal] and interest. 

The bill is altogether silent as to licenses 
and as to making violations of its pro- 
visions criminal. It states, however, that 
no fees in addition to the interest shall 
be charged. Mr. Slaton stated that he 
offered it as a skeleton upon which a 
bill might be constructed that would over- 
come the objections raised to the bill 
passed by the senate. He askéd the com- 
mittee’s opinion of the bill.

An important, and in some respects 
startling, series of entirely fresh discov- 
‘eries in fegard to cancer are announced 
in the new report of the cancer research 
fund, over the third annual meeting of 
the general committee of which fund the 
prince of Wales presided, says The Lon- 
don Express. 

Briefly stated in non-technical 
guage the new facts are: 

That cancer pervades the whole civil- 
ized and uncivilized world. 

Civilization, therefore, is not, 
been supposed, one of its causes. 
It pervades animal as well as human 
life, — 

Ty is found in marine fishes, 

It attacks all subjects at relatively the 
same age periods. 

It is not_an infectious disease. 

It is not transmissible from one species 
to a strange species. 

The cancer cell can reacquire powers 
of self-propagation. 

Cancer is not caused by. a parasite. 

The malady is not on the increase, 

Radium has not yet been found to ex- 
ercise any curative effect. 

| Remarkable Report. 

The report of the past year’s work of 
the research committee constitutes one 
of the most important contribtuions to 
the gtudy of the mystery of cancer which 
have yet been made public. 

For the subjoined summary of this ex- 
tremely valuable document The Express 
is indebted to Dr. E. F. Bashford, the 
general superintendent of the fund and 
director of the central laboratory. 

Cancer, it appears, has been discovered 
to pervade all classes of the vertebrate 
kingdom, to present constant character- 
istic features in al] animals, to fall into 
the same _identiacl groups for classifi- 
cation purposes, and throughout all races 
of men and animals to exhibit the same 
predilection for certain age periods. 

An important distinction has been es- 
tablished between the infectious diseases 
and cancer. When tuberculosis, for in- 
stance, occurs in man in common with 
animals, there 1s a general similarity in 
the disease and in the symptoms pro- 
'duced by the same infective agent. 
Cancer, on the other hand, while show- 
ling the same essential features from man- 
kind to fish. and throughout an entire 
absence of symptoms, is not transmissi- 
ble from one species to a strange spe- 
“The transmissibility of cancer is found 
to be of a limited and peculiar nature. 
The cancer cell, if transferred to a néw 
host of the same species, may continue 
to. grow, but the new host does not be- 
come infected with cances, and merely 
provides a soil in which the cells can

e These peculiarities prove what had long 
been suspected—that the cancer cell it- 
self is endowed with powers of growth 
which are unique—and may yet prove 
that it can reacquire the power of self- 


propagation. 
Cancer Not Infectious. 


The hypothesis that cancer is an in- 
fectious “‘Mocase is thus put out of court. 
The identity in the appearance of cancer 
in all animals, the absence of symptoms, 
and the impossibility of transferring it 
from one species to another, demonstrate 
that the same infective agent cannot be 
the cause of cancer in man and animals. 

The fact that in the successful trans- 
mission of cancer it is the cancer cell it- 
self which grows, and that it can only 
grow in animals of its own species, ex- 
cludes altogether a parasitic causation. 

Thus the cause of cancer must be 
sought in those properties of the cells 
which are the only characters common to 
all the animals tn which cancer occurs. 

With regard to the treatment of can- 
eer, the report states that extensive in- 
vestigations are st{ll in progress, and 
that the action of radium on normal and 
cancer tissues has been exhaustively 
studied. This, however, has yielded no 
prospect of results of general utility in 
the treatment of cancer. 

It is gratifying to be assured that the 
careful investigation into the nature of 
the date upon which the mortality sta- 
tistics of cancer are based indicate that 
there is no real increase Of cancer. 

The report concludes with a weighty 
warning. “No sign has yet been dis- 
covered by which the physician or sur- 
geon may surely recognize the presence | 
of cancer. 

‘Tt is an tnsidious disease; 
cancer gives no evidence of its presence, 
and the circumstance which first attracts 
attention is too often its consequence. 

“The public and the medical profession 
are therefore gravely warned not to de- 
lay to take advantage of the surgeon's 
aid in the hope that some meags -will 
speedily be found to replace surgical ftn- 
terference.”

Hartford, Conn., August 5.—Henry Os- 
forne, a former police commissioner and 
one of the leading business men of this 
city, Was murdered by his former colored 
body servant, Joseph Watson, today. 

The negro was found tonight hiding un. 
der a bed in the basement of the Osborne 
home. Outside the house at the time the 
murderer was found a thousand people 
were gathered, and as Watson, heavily 
manacled, was escorted down the steps 
to the patrol wagon the air resounded 
with erfes of “Kill him,”’ “Lynch him.”’ 

As the wagon started the crowd, which 
was rapidiy increasing in size, swarmed 
after it, making a demonstration, the 
like of which hag hardly been duplicated 
like circumstances in New Eng- 
jand. At the station the police had dif- 
ficulty in preventing the crowd from 
forcing its way into the guard room. 

Watson is 18 vears old and is very un- 
prepossessing in appearance, but did not 
guail when face to face with the crowd, 
which seemed so anxious to avenge the 
murder. He said he killed Mr, Osborne.

SHOT HIS WIFE 
AND HIMSELF 


German Goes on Rampage 
at South Carolina Sum- 
mer Resort. 


Wilmington, N. C., August 5.—(Special.) 
In a state of drunken frenzy Chris Hilers, 
a Germar citizen, shot and perhaps fa- 
tally wounded his wife and then shot

Peruna Tax Cut Out. 

The general tax act was taken up and 
all of the senate amendments were agreed 
to as they stood, with one ‘exception. 
This exception was the packing house 
tax. The house agreed to the sliding scale 
plan of taxation, but changed the figures, 
making them as follows: Upon each pack- 
ing house or packing house agency in 
cities of 20,000 inhabitants or more, $200; 
in cities of 15,000 to 20,000, $100; in 
cities of 10,000 to 15,000, $50, and in 
cities of less than 10,000, $25. 

The senate amendment striking out the 
tax of $200 on druggists and other deal- 
ers in Peruna, essence of ginger and 
other patent medicines and drugs, which 
contain a large percentage of alcohol, 
was agreed to without objection.

, A Gold-Mining Bill. 

A bill by Mr. Gross, of McDuffie, to 
encourage gold mining by conferring the 
right of eminent domain upon foreign 
corporations, was defeated because it 
lacked five votes of a constitutional Ma- 
jority, the vote being 83 to 9, 

The object of the bill ‘was to give for- 
eign corporations the right to condemn 
certain streams of water and to divert 
them from their courses to their mining 
properties for mining Purposes. This 
right is not now allowed to foreign cor- 
porations, though it is to Georgia com- 
panies. 

Mr. Stovall, of Chatham, charged the 
bill was a dangerous one in that it would 
damage other mining properties if the 
water courses were allowed to be divert- 
ed from them. Mr. Stovall offered an 
amendment that such right of condemna- 
tion should not be allowed, if it would 
damage one below the point where such 
water was diverted, and who was in 
actual possession of such water course. 
He said some citizens of Chatham coun- 
ty had secured mining property in_the 
northern section of the state, and if this 
measure was allowed to become a law, 
their property would be greatly dam- 
aged because it was intended to divert 
the water from their property. 

Messrs. Gross, of McDuffie, and Under- 
wood, of White, spoke in favor of the 
bill, urging its passage in the interests 
of the development of the mining sections 
of the state. 

The house defeated the amendment by 
Mr. Stoval and then defeated the bill by 
failing to give it a constitutional ma- 
jority. 

Two bills by Mr. Underwood, of White, 
amending sections 6650 and 657 of the 
code, relative to condemning waterways 
for mining purposes, were passed by the 
house, 

No St. Louis Trip. 

For the fourth or fifth time the legis- 
lature has turned down the proposition 
to take a trip to St. Louis to see the 
exposition and incidentally to inspect the 
Georgia exhibit, though on yesterday it 
was presented to the members in the 
most attractive form. 

A report was submitted to the house 


from the special committee appointed to 
investigate the matter of the St. Louis 
trip—Messrs. Dunbar, of Richmond, and 
Steed, of Taylor, on the part of the 
house, and Senator J. Rice Smith, on the 
part of the senate—stating that the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
road, through its president, J. W. Thom- 
ls, had agreed to furnish the general as- 
sembly with a special train at any time 
between Saturday and Tuesday next, for 
the purpose of conveying them to 8t. 
Louis and return. The train was to be 
composed of Pullman sleeping cars,. and 
to be at the dispasal of the general as- 
sembly during the whole of next week.

..aying Crisis the Pastime of John 
Hay. 

A writer in The New York Times, de- 
scribing the life and activities of John 
Hay, says that Mr. Hay’s international 
primacy has always been based on the 
fact that he works while other diplo- 
mats sleep. Every international tri- 
umph of his comes with a little shock 
of surprise, because these triumphs seem 
to go with a more strenuous and mar- 
tial aspect than that of the quiet, un- 
assuming gentleman hidden behind a pile 
of papers and hard work in the state 
department. 

In the presence of that sudden arousing 
of long-dormant and terrifying forces, 
when the ancient world awoke to life in 
China and confronted modern civilization 
tm 1900, the nations of the world were 
taken by surprise, and stood irresolute, 
hesitating, waiting for a leader. The 
foreign offices were in a helpless panic; 
the rules for ‘dealing with such con- 
vulsions were not laid down in their 
little books. 

Mr. Hay took the lead without hesitat- 
ing a moment, and the nations of the 
world, recognizing the hand of a mas- 
ter, fell in and followed. In every step 
of that crisis his was the initiative, 
and fhe “allied powers’’ were his regi- 
ment. With sure step he strode amid 
the perils of that uprising, and what 
with weak or ignorant hangling might 
have turned into a world cataclysm, the 
confifct of antiquity with modernity on 
a scale vaster than the fall of Rome sub- 
sided into the record of a Boxer riot 
and a punitive expedition. 

Common sense and that out-of-charac- 
ter strenuousness were the guiding prin- 
ciples, when, after thus leading the world 
for three months, Hay opened communi- 
cation with the beleagued legations in 
the face of jeering and incredulous Eu- 
rope; when he forced their rellef after 
Europe had given up all idea of ad- 
vancing on Pekin till fall, and, having 
thus averted the massacre and saved Chi- 
na from crime and the world from a 
tragedy, he stepped in between the falt- 
en old empire and the wolves and saved 
China from a tragedy and Europe from 
a crime, 

He created a new diplomacy, the diplo- 
macy of blunt candor, good faith and do- 


‘Ing things. It has been the tradition of 
‘diplomacy that everything is an iInsolu- | 
‘ble problem, and must be approached with ;in the wide trousers and stingy coat. 
caution. Such was Europe’s attitude to- 


ward Roumania’s treatment of the Jews. 
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language like a musical 
his public wtterances, 
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Hay simply walked up to the door of that 
insoluble problem and knocked. He ap- 
pealed to Roumantia to be decent. Not be- 
ing a European premier, he could do 
no more; but it was a finger-post to 
Europe which the foreign offices might 
have followed, and it showed how the 
insoluble problem would have been ap- 
proached had Roumania been on this 
continent or Hay in Downing street. 

In China, he said, “Trust the Chinese,” 
and though Europe laughed, it turned 
out to be the way to solve the problem. 
In Venezuela he stepped in between South 
America and the Buropean powers and 
sent them to the court of arbitration, and 
at the same time he saved this country 
from the blunder of allowing the presi- 
dent to arbitrate between Venegtiela and 
the powers. 

A score of triumphs dot his path. There 
have been some secretaries of state who 
were greater in other ways, aych as 
Blaine and Seward and Webst@; but, 
looking simply at his record, it would be 
hard to find one who has been greater 
simply as secretary of state. 

A short man, extraordinarily punctilious 
dn dress, with an attentively combed 
beard, a pleasant voice, an attractive 
face, and a voice of singular precision

Martin Chuzzlewit to the era of Albert

The impression {s abroad that Hay is 
an aristocrat. In his tastes he is, but not 
in hig manners. He is democratic, con- 
fidential, though 4lways dignified. He 
sometimes, when talking to one he can 
trust, discusses great international ques- 
tions in pungent idioms and with a yan- 
kee rough-and-readiness that is proof 
positive of his authorship of ‘‘Pike Coun- 
ty Ballads.’’ 

He is sensitive to criticism; there is no 
man in public life more sensitive. But of 
late to him has come the rare good for- 
tune of having entirely conquered unfa- 
vorable criticism by the force of his own 
merits. Four years ago the papers blazed 
with lampoons: he was more violently 
assailed than any other man in McKin- 
leys’ cabinet. Today, as has been the 
case for a long time past, not a voice is 
raised against him; and the extraordinary 
and almost unprecedented explanation is 
that nothing but his own deeds and the 
revelation of his character have stilled 


‘the voice of defamation. 


But sensitive as he fs, he is not 80 sen- 
sitive as some think. There is a little 
room in Hay’s beautiful house, midway 
between his doorway and his study, 
wherein’ he chats with visitors. It is 
hung with pictures, not so pretentious as 
those outside, and among fthem, for a 
long time, was the original of one of the 
cartoons which ridiculed him in the days 
before he won his tribute of universa] 
praise. An over-sensitive man would 
shrink from having it on view, but Hay 
framed it and hung it up for the laugh- 
ter of his friends. 

They used to say, too, that Hay was 
ashamed of “Jim Bludso” and “Little 
Breeches” and “‘Banty Tim” and did not 
like to be reminded of them. But this 
snobbish story was not true; for on the 
wall, at the very door of his house, 
where no one could help seeing jt, there 
hung until a few months ago a fine paint- 
ing of Jim Bludso “holding her nozzle 
agin the bank till the last galoot’s 
ashore.’”’ 

It is probable, of course, that Hay looks 
with more pride upon his pretentious 
works, such as his life of Lincoln, whose 
secretary he was. It would be interest. 
ing to know how much he has written 
anonymously. There are grave suspi- 
cions of him about “The Breadwinners,” 
the publishers of which announced at the 
time that the author’s name could not 
be revealed because it would injure him 
in his public career if it were known 
that he descended to novel writing. Hay 
always steers clear of questions about 
“The Breadwinners.” His mastery of 
English is as great ag that of any man 
living. In his hands the language is a 
musical instrument.
